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The President Speaks 


It is well known to most of our 
alumni that a number of changes 
have taken place which have neces- 
sitated a reorganization on College 
Hill. After a decade of service as 
Alumni Secretary, Lewis S. Knepper, 
18, ’32, resigned his position in 
June and concluded his work in 
the office on the 15th of August. 
The Association and the Alumni 
Bulletin have given deserved recog- 
nition to Mr. Knepper’s work and 
I am glad to add my word of testi- 
mony respecting his faithful service 
to the Alumni Association and the 
College which it serves. His resig- 
nation laid upon the Executive 
Committee the responsibility of 
planning anew for the work of this 
office and position. After thought- 
ful consideration of the matter and 
conferences and consultation with 
Mr. Judy, the incoming president 
of the Association, the committee 
decided to request Harold B. Brum- 
baugh, ’33, Assistant to the Presi- 
dent, to accept the position of 
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Alumni Secretary and to appoint 
Miss Helen McQuade as office sec- 
retary in charge of alumni matters. 
Mr. Brumbaugh’s service for the 
past two years under the previous 
arrangement has been so satisfac- 
tory that I would have been averse 
to any readjustment except for the 
fact that very much of his work in 
the field and indeed through the 
office has necessarily involved con- 
tacts with the alumni of the Col- 
lege and cooperation with them. 
Under the new arrangement it is 
hoped he will be able to do more 


effective work in the field for the. 


alumni and the College. Miss 
McQuade has been Mr. Brum- 
baugh’s secretary during the prog- 
ress of the Development Program 
and her knowledge of the alumni 
files as well as her efficiency com- 
mended her to the Executive Com- 
mittee for this office responsibility. 

The consideration of related prob- 
lems which were suggested in the 
discussions of the needs of the Col- 


lege and alumni cooperation in its 
on-going led to’a desire to increase 
the service of the College to the 
alumni and to develop the organiza- 
tion for this purpose in the most 
efficient manner. 


For a number of years the College 
has been rendering a service to the 
alumni through the Bureau of Rec- 
ommendations and it is our wish to 
make this service more effective 
and efficient. A faculty committee 
headed by Dr. E. 8. Kiracofe has 
been appointed to direct this Bureau. 
It will aid very much if: every 
alumnus will promptly notify the 
Bureau of any vacancy that occurs 
any where. 


Our student solication has come 


| more and more to have a relation 


to the alumni and we have recog- 
nized in the last few years particu- 
larly the significance of the help 
which our alumni have rendered 
in sending students to the College. 
Professor J. W. Yoder, ’04, has 
been for many years serving as high 
school visitor presenting the claims 
of the College to high school stu- 
dents and wherever possible con- 
tacting our alumni who are teach- 
ing. This year we have employed 
J. Melvin Rhodes, ’38 to supple- 
ment his work. In recognition of 
the additional work which the 
alumni office will lay upon “Mr. 
Brumbaugh, we have decided to 
continue the services of Mr. Rhodes 
for the coming year. 


As a phase of our wider relations 
to the public there has grown up in 
recent years a department of pub- 
licity which has endeavored to pub- 
licize not only the College but the 
achievements of her alumni through 
the Alumni Bulletin and other pub- 
lications. This department during 
the coming year will be under the 
direction of Richard C. Allen, suc- 
ceeding Jack Schock, ’37, who has 
resigned to continue with his ad- 
vanced study. 


We are hoping that by this 
organization of the various phases 
of public relations, a number of 
which are directly related to the 
work of the Alumni Secretary, it 
will be possible to bring about the 
largest accomplishment with the 
least duplication and with a higher 
degree of efficiency. 


In enlarging our offerings to the 
alumni through this closer integra- 
tion of our service, we shall hope 
to encourage in them also a greater 
cooperation with the College.

Injuries thus far the 1939 Squad can look forward to an event- 


ful season. 


For several days about thirty foot- 
ball candidates have been maneu- 
vering on the field in an effort to 
win a place on the starting eleven. 
As usual the question, ‘‘How is the 
team?’’ heard most frequently on 
the campus, causes one to stop and 
view the outlook. Since the early 
days of practice are advisedly de- 
voted to conditioning and funda- 
mentals, the view is not too clear. 
This, together with an unusual 
turnover in material, makes the 
season’s results somewhat proble- 
matic. 


Facing a loss of nine lettermen 
and several substitutes from a 
squad that was weak in reserve 
strength makes the task of rebuild- 
ing a well trained and co-ordinated 
football machine within the short 
pre-season training period rather 
difficult. The losses include such 
key men as Captain Tom Garner, 
Dan Geiser, Jake Dick, Chal Lesher 
and Clyde Way. Fortunately there 
are among the freshmen candidates 
a limited number of husky boys 
with high school experience. In 
this group of fifteen which com- 
prises one-half the squad we hope to 
find the necessary replacements. 
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Captain George Weber, a veteran 
of three seasons, and George Sheffer, 
who is playing his second year, will 
give us adequate starting strength 
on the ends. Tony Reklis, coming 
up from the cubs, and John Cut- 
shall, a freshman product from 
Huntingdon High, look very promis- 
ing as understudies. 


Several of these new, backs have 
shown considerable promise with 
Brenner and Freeberg leading the 
field. Guth, Conley, and Dhillen 
are among those who have attracted 
attention. An evaluation of poten- 
tial qualifications for their building 
leads one to certain conclusions. 
Old Lady Luck will have to be ex- 
tremely kind to us because only a 
few injuries may play havoc with 
the team. Barring injuries, the 
starting lineup ought to perform 
ereditably, but the reserves, with 
a few exceptions, will be woefully 


weak. With a line that is fairly 


fast and heavier than usual and a 
backfield fast and shifty there are 
possibilities for developing a strong 
first team, provided subsequent prac- 
tices produce a center who can pair 
up with Perry Tyson in backing up 
the line. 


Freshman contingent shows strong possibilities. 


Six tackles averaging about 200 
pounds are fighting it out for honors. 
Dick Stratton and Vie Snyder, with 
two years’ varsity experience, are 
leading the field in the early season 
workouts. Pushing them for recog- 
nition are three promising fresh- 
men: Hollis Zwicker, Bill Moses 
and Walter Joachim. Stafford 
Weeks, a sophomore newcomer to

Perry Tyson, another veteran, will 
fill the blocking back position and 
back up the line of defense. Jack 
Strayer, who was lost to the team 
last year through injury, will be on 
the wing with Clyde Pentz acting 
as alternate. Substitutes for the 
backfield are another major con- 
cern and must be developed from 
the freshman candidates. 


Captain Weber has proven him- 
self a capable and popular leader. 
Enthusiasm in the squad runs high 
and, if dominated by a spirit that 
expects victory, we'll make it tough 
for somebody. 


Dan Geiser, veteran four year 
letterman while at Juniata, returns 
to the campus this fall to continue 
his graduate work preparatory to 
entering the teaching profession. 
Before his graduation last June 
Dan had earned his varisty letter in 
football, baseball, basketball, and 
track.
